A Pioneer Editor and Veteran 


of Two Ware. 


Formerly a Deostur FoetmBBter— 


He Aided in the Organization 


of the Republican Party. 


Captain William J. Usrey died this 


(Saturday) morning at 3 o'clock at the 
family residence, 707 North Church 
•treet. in the 67th year ot his age. Mr. 
U«r»y has been in poor health for a nnm- 
ber of years, bnl the immediate cause ot 
his death was an obstruction of the in- 
testines which berried successful treat- 
ment. He was in the REPUBLICAN office 
one week ago to-day, and on Tuesday he 
was taken oiok and had to remain in bed. 


The removal of Captain Usrey closes 


the earthly life of one ot the early Re- 
publicans ot Illinois, R veteran editor 
who did jeoman service for toe party 
and the country, and a mm who s 
dered the musket end went to the front 
to fight for the principles he advocated 
in the Mexican war and in the war for the 
union ot the states in 1861-5. He was 
intensely patriotic, and on no occasion 
was he ever found lacking in word or 
deed in defending principles for the good 
ot the oonntry. 


Captain Usrey was present at the 


birth ot the Bepnbhoan party, which was 
really organized in Deca.ur on Feb. 22, 
1856. 
There was strong opposition to 


the adoption of the Nebraska Bill, and 
Mr. Usrey who was then editor of the 
State Chronicle. 
He was one ot the 


many editor* who signed and published 
a call foe the 
Anti-Nebraska 
Bill 


Editorial convention, which was held in 
the dining hall of the old Oassell House 
(present site of the St. Nicholas Hotel) 
on Feb. 22, 1856. 
That day scores ot 


editors came to Deoatnr, a number on

tainment of the visitors. Panl Selby, then 
editor ot the Jacksonville Journal, was 
the chairman of the convention, and W. 
J. U'lrcy the secretary. 
Resolutions 


wen adopted denouncing the Nebraska 
Bill, and Mr. Usrey offered one which 
resulted in speedy organization to resist 
the farther extension of slavery. A state 
central committee was elected including 
8. M. Church, of Bocktord, W. B. Ogden, 
of Chicago, O. D. A. Parks, of Will county, 
T. J. Piokett, of Peons, B. J. Ogleeby, of 
Deoatur and D, L. Phillips ot Jackson- 
ville. The night of convention day there 
was a reception and banquet at the 
Caaeell House at which I. C. Pngh pre- 
sided. Amoti£ the gentlemen present on 
that occasion were Mr. Selby, Mr. Usrey, 
B. J. OglBsby and Abraham Lincoln. 
Mr. Oglreby toasted Mr. Lincoln and 
spoke ot him as Illinois' favorite eon for 
the United States Senate. There were 
repeated calls for Mr. Lincoln, who 
arose to say that he heartily endorsed 
the declaration made by Mr. Oglesby, 


rbioh remark occasioned general ap- 
plause and laughter. But in asking to 
be excused he said he felt like the fellow 
who was attacked in the dark by a high- 
wayman. The robber commanded the 
man to give up his money. "I have no 
money," replied the man, "bnt if yon 
will come with me to the light I will 
give yoo my note," and Mr, Lincoln 
added tbat it the gentlemen 
would 


excuse him 
he 
would 
give them 


his note. He was not excused and 
Lincoln delivered a 
strong 
speech 


for 
half 
an hoar on the political 


situation. 
In late years Mr. Uerey 


frequently referred to the early his- 
tory of the Republican 
party. 
He 


was often visited by political writers for 
correct data. He not only possessed the 
files of the old Chronicle, bnt also a re- 
markably ntentive memory. He could 
recall dates und incidents witn surpris- 
ing accuracy. Asd to prove tbat Mr. 
Uarey was ever faiihfal to his principles 
it may be of interest to mention that 
during the campaign of 1881 a Democrat- 
ic politician came to Deoatur 
from 


Springfield and offered Mr. Usrey 33000 
to go to Springfield and write Democratic 
editorials tor a newspaper there. The 
proposition was indignantly spurned, 
That politioion was mistaken in bis man. 
In his private life Captain Usrey was a 
kind husband and a devoted father, and 
in all bis dealings with his fellowmen he 
was honorable and upright. In his day 
he did his part toward advancing the in- 
terests of Deoatnr, and although he has 
been inactive for nearly twenty years, be 
has watched with satisfaction the devel- 
opment of the city. 


William J. Usny was born at Wash- 


ington, seven miles from Natchez, Miss., 
May 16,1827, his father dying when be 
was an infant. He was christened Tin 
cent Usrey, bnt he never liked tae name, 
and when he came to Illinois by petition 
to the legislature be had the name 
changed to William J. As soon ee be 
could talk the deceased entered the 
school at Natchez, and later graduated 
bom the University at the age of 16, and 
white he attended school at odd hours 


1842, and at intervals tanght echo-jl in 
Long Creek township and in Monltrie 
county. Many old residents ot Mt. Zion 
and Long Greek will recall the days 
when Mr. Usrey taught 
them how

married Miss Mary Daly and two 
children were born. 
They an Mrs. 


Flo Maffit, wife of D. A. Maffit, and Miss 
Bile O. Usrey. 
The wife and mother, 


who is now in poor health, is left to 
mourn the lose of her life oampaninn. 
A. J. Williams ana Aid. John Williams 
are half brothers ot the deceased. 


In 1846 Mr. Usrey became a private in 


Co. C, 4th Illinois Infantry, to go to the 
Mexican War. Col. Baker commanded 
the regiment,, and I. O. Pogh was captain 
of the company. The lieutenants were 
J. 8. Post, B. J. Ogleeby and Anderson 
Froman. He also enlisted in the 35th 
Illinois Infantry, and was appointed 
adjutant. On Feb. 3,1855, the Illinois 
State Chronicle was established by Mr. 
Usrey and Mr. Wingate, the latter re- 
tiring in June ot that year. 
Politically 


the Chronicle reflected the sentiments 
of the anti-Nebraska party, and the mis- 
sion of the paper was to unite the rem- 
nants ot all old parties in opposition to 
the Democratic party on one common 
platform. lor this work Mr. Usrey was 
eminently qualified and he made bis 
influence felt in the state and nation. 
He continued to publish the pap»r 
until 1861, wben he 
entered the 


army. He leased the office to B. K: 
Hameber and J. R. Moaser, and in 1884 
Mr. Usrey and I. N. Underwood took 
possession, In 1865 the Chronicle was 
consolidated with the Gazelle, and in 
1871 Mr. Usrey retired from active newe- 
paper work. He was one ot the early 
postmasters of Deoatur, before 1860, and 
also served under the administration of 
President Grant. 


The deceased was a member of Dun- 


ham Post No. 141, Q. A. K.,and secretary 
ot the Maoon County Association ot Mex- 
ican War Veterans. He wis also a mem- 
Mr of the Odd Fellows' organization, but 
was not of late years a regular attendant 
at the lodge meeting*. 


In 1865 and 1866 Mr. Usrey npre- 


•anted the second ward as an alderman 
in the city council. Franklin Priest was 
the mayor. 


The funeral will take place from the 


f itnily residence, No. 707 North Church 
street, on Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
The interment will be with G. A. B. oer- 
emoniee.

throughout the ouunty. 
Thia may re- 


nire some concessions that ers bard to 
lake, but the man who make* them will 


nothing in the long ran, and at the 


same time may help hi* party very ma- 
arially. 
It is very clear that with the advantage 


ot having its votes maeetd, while the 
voters ot the county outside an scat- 
end over a wide territory, the voters ot 
Deoatur township oonld prevent the 
country ever securing • nominee tor 
office. But who dare ery that the exer- 
cise ot such power would be right, and 
that it would not ultimately break down 
the power of the party to elect a candi- 
date alter he waa nominated?

Bond, and was in Bulli- 
van Tbnrsdsy last to protect bis sister 
from possible sesanlt by her husband, 
wbo knew she bad left her father's home 
to consult a Sullivan lawyer about get- 
ting a divoroe. Bond was in the neigh- 
borhood of his father-in-law's place Bun- 
day: |thac day he obaeed a young man 
named Knapp with a pistol. Monday 
Bond paid a fint |of 925 for that offeree. 
H» thought Knspp was in some way re- 
sponsible for his wife leaving him. Bond 
seems to have been on a rampage all 
week until finally be collided with Gait's 
bullet.
